An Encouragement To Progress 

‘nd 
The subject of immigration has for many years been a live topic in, 

Canada, and never more so than-during the past year or two. There is, 

however, this difference, that whereas for many decades the discussion of | 

the subject was largely as to ways:and means whereby a large volume of 

immigration could be, secured, in more recent years the thought of our | 


people has rather been directed towards the successful colonization of the | 
new comers. — 


That is to say, where at one time the main objective was to get immi- | 
grants in large numbers to settle updn our vacant lands, the main objective 
now is to see that those who do come make a real success of their venture, 
adapt themselves to the new environment in which they find themselves, | 
and, by associating themselves with the life and activities of the commun- 
ities in wHich they locate, identify themselves with Canada and become | 
Canadian citizens in thought and aspiration as well as in name. 

To a greater extent than ever before native-born Canadians, and those 
of our citizenship who call the British Isles “home,’’ have come to realize | 
and appreciate the fact that immigrants coming to Canada from lands other 
than those under the British flag or speaking the English language; are 
really, even keenly, anxious to become Canadians in the full meaning of 
the term. Appreciation of this fact is helping to break down old barriers of | 
prejudive, and the English-speaking Canadian is becoming more and more | 
anxious to co-operate with and assist his fellow-Canadian or foreign extrac- 
tion. 


In a recent issue of this paper there appeared an article in the news | 
columns outlining a plan originated by the Canadian National Railways, 
under the direction of Dr. W. J. Black, the directing head ofthe depart- 
ments of Agriculture and Colonization of that system, having as its object | 
the encouragement of community progress and development, and the at- 
tainment of the fullest possible measure of Canadian citizenship by those 
rural communities of the three. prairie: provinces which are of European 
origin. ‘i . 

The plan is simple, but far-reaching and of tremendous importance.

HONEY, WHAT IS _ IT? 

Honey is an energy — producing 
food and in addition’ is considered to 
| be the best of all sweets. It comes 
| direct from nature unchanged and un- | 
treated by human agency. Honey is 
the nectar of flowers gathered and 
modified by honey-bees and stored in 
their hives as food. It contains ap- 
proximately 75 per cent. sugar; 18 to 
20 per cent water, small quantities 
of mineral salts and other substances 
which impart flavor and aroma. Hon- 
ey ranges from water white to almost 
black in color and has as many, fla- 
vours as there are flowers, usually 
| the lighter its color the more delicate 
its flavour. Practically all. Canadian 
honey granulates sooner or later, 
this phenomenon being. governed by 
its sugar content and its degree of 
| ripeness. Granulation does not. im- 
bale the quality or flavour of honey 
nor is it, as many suppose, an_indi- 
cation of adulteration, rather it jis a 
sign of its purity. Granulated honey 
can readily be returned to its. liquid | 
form by standing the container in hot 
water. It should ‘not, however, be 
heated to more than 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit, or its flavor and aroma 
will be destroyed and the color dark- 
ened. If extracted honey is to be 
stored for any length of time, it 
should be kept in a cood dry room but 
comb honey should be kept warm 
and dry. Honey is valuable as food 
because practically all it sugar is in 
inverted form which is readily as- 
similated by the body and places no 
tax on the digestive system as do 
most other sugars. In addition to the 
sugars it contains certain other ele- 
ments that are essential to the hu- 
man body.
